2. Clarification of DCP CHRO process

The Board reviewed Connecticut Statute 46a-80 regarding the CHRO process. The
Board continued to discuss the CHRO process and the way in which the board is being
notified of the outcome of the investigations. The Board feels that they should receive a
more official notification of the investigation and decision on each application. The
Board voted unanimously to request that they receive a letter from CHRO stating
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the outcome of the CHRO investigation, that such letter be signed off by someone in the
department, and that it be presented to the Board at the time of the application.

The Board requested that a legal representative from the Attorney General’s Office
attend the next board meeting to provide legal advice regarding this recent court ruling.
The Board also requested that extra time is allowed for this meeting.
